The 
good prices received for poultry 
meat more than pay tor the 
extra feed, and if there ‘ever 
was a time when birds should 
be finished, itis now.

Sound Arguments in Favor of Good|, 


Country Roads . 


The cost of moving the products 
of the farm to the nearest market or 
distributing station depends upon 
the character of the roads over 
which they are hauled; if these roads 
are muddy and well-nigh impassable 
at certain seasons, all the money 
spent on expensive highways — be- 
tween the cities, or highways span- 
ning the continent from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, will not take off one 
penny of the excessive price which 
it now gosts to move those products 
over the average country road. 

Here is a little problem in road 
arithmetic -which will be interesting 
to farmers, The road from Ames 
to Nevada, Iowa, has been improved 
with a reasonably hard surface. Be- 
fore improvement it took 106 pounds, 
average draft, to pull a load of one 
ton. After improvement it took an 
average draft of 75 pounds to pull the 
same load ‘in the same wagon. The 
saving in necessary pulling power, 
therefore, was 36 per cent. when the 
farmer used the harder surface road, 
These figures are from the United 
States Department of Public Roads, 
which made a dynamometer test on 
that particular road. Now the prob- 
lem: 

If the largest load a farmer could 
haul over that road was 50 bushels 
before it was improved, how much 
more can he. haul now, with the 
same team and the same wagon? If 
it cost him 30 cents per load per 
mile to haul over the old road, how 
much does he save nowadays for the 
same size load? ‘ 

The atswers are kotit easy and in- 
teresting. The farmer who used to 
haul 50 bushels over the old road 
now hauls 68 bushels with the same 
team. He gets his hauling done 36 
per cent, sooner, and therefore saves 
36 per cent. of his time, If his time, 
and the service of his team, and the 
wear and tear on his wagon and har- 
ness are worth 30 cents per load per 
mile, and the United States Govern- 
ment says they are, he would save 
10 cents per load per mile.

Output of Rubbers and Overshoes 
Will Be Especially Large Pe

It will no doubt be a matter of ins 
terest to many to learn that the esti- 
mated quantity of crude rubber to be 
used this year by the manufacturers 
of the different rubber products will 
amount to 202,000 tons, In the face 
of the fact that the United States 
will use approximately half of the 
output, while Great Britain is in prac- 
tical control of the entire world’s 
supply, a peculiar situation is presen-: 
ted. The explanation givén’in res- 
pect to the control of the supply is 
that the present producing planta- 
tions were established by Great Bri- 
tain some years ago. Through the 
financing atid under the ‘direction of 
the British Government, rubber plan- 
tations are now operated in Ceylon, 
Sumatra, the Malay States and Java, 

As a restilt of this control, the Bri- 
tish Government has been ‘ able to” 
gradually lower the price of crude’ ; 
rubber Teme the former price of tf r . 
a_ pound, which obtained in 1910, to ” 

67 cents a polind at the present 
time, Just previous to the outbreak 
of the war the price paid for crude 
rubber was $1.25 per pound, so it will 
be noticed that despite war condi- 
tions, when the prices of all commo- 
dities have been “soaring upwards, 
the price of crude rubber has ‘been 
reduced, " 

It naturally follows that rubber “is 
now rapidly superseding leather in 
every instance possible, .The cost of 
leather is soaring constantly, and 
leather footwear is reaching prohibi- 
tive prices. Rubber footwear will, 
according to indications, be exten- 
sively worn this winter, It will no 
doubt prove a real economy to pro- 
tect expensive leather shoes. with 
rubbers and with rubber overshoes, 
Nothing is more ruinous to leather 
than water, snow water having a 
particularly injurious effect on fine 
shoes,

Situation Grows Difficult 


Thousands are Employed Repairing 
Zeebrugge Canal 


Thousands of laborers are now en- 
gaged in repair work on the Zee- 
brugge canal, according to a frontier 
correspondent of the Telegraaf. They 
are working under the direction of 
German military engineers on the 
Mole, the locks and the walls of the 
canal, in an attempt to clear the 
canal of the cement-weighed cruisers 
which were sunk there by the British. 

The Telegraaf reports that all the 
repairs which have been carried out 
at Zeebrugge harbor, Mole and locks 
have been destroyed by airmen, and 
the canal remains closed. Streve as 
the Germans will by slave-driving 
methods to re-establish Zeebrugge 
as a.practicable harbor for their sub- 
marines, the continuous air offen-

ers in apples, turnips, potatoes and 
other fruits and vegetables, of having 
men living in différent parts of the 
country acting as their agents, buy- 
Jing or contracting such produce, sup- 
erintending the loading of same on 
}ears ready for shipment, and receiv- 
ing a commission from said dealers 
| for*such work. 
All such agents operating in the 
{manner mentioned, without first lav- 
ing secured a license from the board, 
are doing so contrary to the order 
|date 13th day of December, 1917, 
|wherein it states: 

“That on and after the Ist day of 
|February, 1918, no person shall deal 
|wholesale in fresh fruits or fresh 
}vegetables, without first having ob- 
|tained a license from the food con- 
\troller,” and in violating such order 
fare guilty of an offence, and subject 
ito. a penalty not to exceed $1,000 and 
|not less than $100.

Sounding a keynote of “no nego- 
tiation without occupation” James 
W. Gerard, former United States am- 
bassador to Germany, declared there 
must be no thought of peace until 
troops of the entente have forced 
their way into German territory.

“We must not allow Germany to 
increase her manpower. It would 
be easy for her to Germanize the 
peoples of Esthonia, Livonia,-and Po- 
land. Fifteen per cent. of the popula- 
tion in the Baltic provinces is made 
up of Germans who exercise a com- 
plete influence over the ignorant 
population,”

Victory for Allies Certain 


Only a Miracle Could Save Germany 
Now 


“T hope the time will not be long 
coming when we will talk terms of 
peace in the royal palace in Berlin,” 
said Right Hon. W. I. Massey, 
premier of New Zealand, at a lunch- 
eon tendered him at Toronto by 
the civic and provincial authorities. 

“We are sure of the result now, 
unless some miracle intervenes for 
Germany—and I don’t think that is 
likely—victory for the allies is ab- 
solutely certain, 

“Now is the time when we are full 
of admiration for each other, to 
bring in a patriotic policy which will 
keep the nations of the empire to- 
gether for all time,’ said Mr. Mas 
sey. 

Referring to the war cabinet 
had recently attended, he said: 

“When the war ends it will no 
longer be a war cabinet. It will 
be an imperial cabinet, in which all 
the Dominions will have a voice. Be- 
fore the war we were bound only by 
sentiment. But the future demands 
something more definite, 

“I think we have come to the time 
when each part of the empire will 
give preference to goods imported 
from any other part. This will do 
much to build up the empire. Some 
politicians think the empire is too 
unwieldly already. [ don’t agree with 
that. 

“No one longs for peace more than 
I do, but I don’t think this is the 
last war. ‘The crimes which have 
been committed in Belgium prove 
that human nature has not made 
much progress in the last 5,000 years, 
and until human nature is improved 
there can be no lasting peace. It /s 
our duty to keep the British empire 
intact, so as to make it strong in 
case of another war, 

“We are partners now with the 
Mother Country, Each nation must 
be allowed to handle its own affairs, 
and each must think for itself, but 
in imperial affairs each country 
must work for the empire,”

Aeroplane Spruce 


B, C. Supplies Best Wing Beams in 
the World 


It is a long journey from British 
Columbia to the battlefields of Eur- 
ope—and from the stolid tree, for 
centuries rooted immovably in the 
ground, to the aeroplane darting, 
swooping, plunging through the 
clouds — the very quintessence of 
swiftness and grace, 


But such is the journey and such 
the evolutuion of the great spruce 
that grows in the western forests. 
Scientists have given it the name of 
Picea sitchensis. It has five other 
names, the latest of which is aero- 
plane spruce. ‘The others are sil- 
ver, tidewater, Sitka and iant 
spruce. The full grown tree is from 
one hundred and fifty to two hun- 
dred feet high and from five to fif- 
teen feet in diameter, 


Although the trees rise to a great 
height and are great of girth, they 
taper almost imperceptibly. Thercin 
lies their fitness for the peculiar, var- 
ied and exacting demands of aero- 
plane construction, For the wing 
beams of the aeroplane, straight 
sticks of timber from sixteen fcet to 
thirty-five feet long are required, and 
this tree with so little taper, to make 
the grain run crosswise, supplies the 
very best wing beams in the world. 
It is also very tough and very light 
—and toughness and lightness are re- 
quisites in acroplane timber. A cubic 
foot of the wood weights twenty-five 
pounds, 


Only about twenty per cent. of the 
whole log is cut up, but the timber 
brings the enormous price of one 
hundred and twenty-five dollars a 
thousand board feet, although as late 
as a ycar ago it sold for ordinary 
commercial purposes for about four- 
teen dollars. Only about three hun- 
dred and fifty out of every twenty- 
five hundred feet pass the final 
tests at the aeroplane factories, 
About one hundred and twenty-five 
feet are used in making the average |} 
machine, 


A recent examination of a cap- 
tured German aeroplane revealed the 
fact that the enemy is short of good} 
aeroplane material for wing beams. 
With Canada and the United States 
possessed of tens of thousands of 
acres covered. with these grand | 
trees, the allies have an advantage 
that is helping them to hold the 
supremacy of the air.

Class who have been ordered to report by the Registrar in 
virtue of the cancellation of exemptions by Order-in-Council of 
the 20th April last, as well as to those ordered to report in the 
usual way on refusal of claim for exemption, or on expiration 
of exemption granted. Pe 

All men, accordingly, who have been ordered to report,and 
are therefore SOLDIERS, and who have subsequently been 
granted harvest leave by the thilitary authorities, MUST, 
NOTWITHSTANDING THE NOTICE ABOVE. RE-
